said: 


"All this has resulted in giving the 


state not one governor but a num- 
ber of governors, one of whom is 
elected, the others appointed by var- 
ious boards and commissions. 
The 


governor of the state bears about 
Ihe same relationship to many of 
these boards as he 
bears 
to 
the 


courts, and it is fundamental 
that 


the executive and the judicial 
de- 


partments shall be independent of 
each other. If the judge resigns, the 
governor may appoint his successor, 
so if one of these members should 
resign, the governor could 
appoint 


his successor, but he has about as 
much to do with the politics and the 
work of these boards as he has with 
the hearing and determination 
of 


cases of law. 


"There is little or no co-ordination

Governor Willis Asks for And 


Receives Democrat's 


Resignation

HEAD OF SOLDIERS' HOME 


At Sandusky is to Be Re- 


placed By a Republican, 
Who Many Believe Will 
Be General R. B. Brown 
of Zanesville—Willis De- 
clines to Discuss the 
Change for Publication. 


Columbus, Ohio, Aug. 25.—Gov- 


ernor Frank B. Willis 
sought 
the 


resignation of one of the heads of 
state institutions under the manage- 
ment and control of the state board 
of administration yesterday. The re- 
quest 
is only the beginning of 


changes in the state institutions, but 
the statement is made in 
official 


quarters that the wards of the state 
are not to be subjected to the exi- 
gencies of politics. 


The resignation which the govern- 


or sought and received, was that of 
General W. R. Burnett, commandant 
of the Soldiers and Sailors' Home at 
Sandusky, a post which he has filled 
for six years. 
He was appointed 


when the Sandusky Home was un- 
der the management of a separate 
board of trustees at the instance of 
former Governor Judson Harmon. In 
politics General Burnett is a Demo- 
ciat. It was his belief in Jacksonian 
principles which made him acquiesce 
in the governor's request for his po- 
sition, although he was protected by 
a civil service law. 


The resignation is to be effective 


Sept. 15, and it is said in Republican 
quarters that General R. B. Brown, 
of Zanesville, who was the Republi- 
can candidate for governor in 1912, 
is to be named to succeed General 
Burnett. 
For making the sacrifice 


three years ago, when the election of 
a Republican candidate was not con- 
sidered 
to 
be 
possible, 
General 


Brown should be rewarded, the po- 
litical leaders have decided. 


According to the story in circula- 


tion here Governor Willis was quite 
frank in asking General Burnett for 
his place. 
It was desired, he said, 


for 
a 
Republican. 
He 
had 


no fault to find with the administra- 
tion which General Burnett had giv- 
en, and official relations had 
not 


been unpleasant. 
General 
Burnett 


has been willing to retire ever since 
the change in the state administra- 
tion, and there was no hesitancy on 
his part in giving his resignation. 


When asked about the matter Gov- 


ernor Willis refused to discuss it. He 
said he had had a conference with 
General Burnett, but added that it 
had been mutually agreed that noth- 
ing was to be given out for publica- 
tion.

VIVID STORY OF 


GERMAN ATTEMPT 


TO LAND TROOPS

Petrograd, Aug. 25—(Via Lon- 


don.)—A vivid story of the German 
effort to jland troops in Pernau, in 
the northeast corner of the Gulf of 
Riga, te told by a Russian official 
from Pernau, who has reached here.

19th, while the elite of the 5000 
people of the city were assembled in 
the naval park listening to a band 
concert," the official relates, "a po- 
liceman oidered them to disperse.

How the Flow of a River Is Measured. 


If you se» a man. leaning over the 


railing of a bridge intently watching 
the river with u telephone receiver at 
his ear do not think that the mail is 
trying to talk to the lishes or to a 
diver below the surface.

tion of the new nickel batteries in- 
vented 
by 
Thomas A. Edison, 
by 


which it is hoped to prevent the es- 
cape of chlorine gas in 
submarines, 


was in progress today on board the 
submarine K-l at the New York navy 
yard. 
The batteries 
were 
being 


placed in position by an agent of Mr. 
Edison, who was carefully guarded by 
employes of the yard. 


Chlorine gag is one of the greatest 


dangers of undersea boats and many 
officers familiar with them 
believe 


that it caused the loss of the F-4 at 
Honolulu several months ago. The 
nickel batteries were designed by Mr. 
Edison to save the crews of the sub- 
marine from suffocation by gas. 


It will require about two weeks to 


install the batteries after which the 
submarine 'Will be given a trial first 
in a dock and then in the harbor.

a physician, 
connected 
with 
the 


Necker hospital and a member of the 
medical faculty cf the University of 
Paris, has announced to the Thera- 
peutic society that as the result, of 
long research, he is able to 
prove 


that tuberculosis, contrary 
to 
the 


generally accepted theory, must be 
treated by chemical means and not 
by serums. His paper 
has 
caused 


considerable stir in medical circles 
where it is held that he has opened 
a new path in the cure of the white 
plague. 


Dr. Renon says that his endeavors 


nave been directed towards finding 
a substance which will kill bacilli in 
an animal organization without in- 
juring the elements of that organiza- 
tion. As a beginning he established 
a list of antiseptics which arrest the 
development 
of bacilli in 
cultures. 


He also found 
substances 
without 


which bacci'lli 'cannot develop. These, 
he says, are potasium, sulphur, phos- 
phates, iron and magnesium. 


Thus, he claims, therapeutic action 


can be obtained by adding certain 
substances to an 
animal 
organism 


and also by withdrawing by means 
of dietary other substances to 
the 


growth of bacilli.

Clevornect of Beavers. 
beaver dams, if built by human 


beings, would be styled feats of engi- 
n;jcrinK. They are by no means locat- 
ed haphazard. Each site is carefully 
selected and euch dam accomplishes a 
purpose that seems as if reasoned out 
iu advance. Trees are foiled with a 
nicety that can be duplicated only by 
skilled woodsmen. 
And the beaver 


does not limit his tree cutting to sap- 
lings. In the Adirondacks the animals 
have been known to cut down trees 
twenty inches and more in diameter. 
They prefer yellow birch and poplar, 
though they will cut any tree that 
seems necessary to their purpose. The 
dams are built of alder sticks, mud 
and grass and are finally chinked with 
moss, making a solid wall that often 
must be dynamited to be effectually de- 
stroyed. The cutting teeth of the beav- 
er are very sharp, and there Is great 
power behind the little jaws. Ordina- 
ry beaver chips are about half the size 
o"f the chips made by the average 
woodchopper, and they much resemble 
chips made with an ax, so smoothly are 
they cut.

The advtce and assistance of 


men picked from the citizenry of the 
commonwealth for their intelligence, 
ability, and worth, cannot but be of 
creat benefit to public officials and 
to the state itself, but their duties 
ought to be advisory and not execu- 
tive." 


The plan proposed in Minnesota 


was to consolidate all of these offices 
and divisions of government in five 
or six departments, each with a di- 
rector appointed by the 
governor 


and responsible to him for the con- 
duct of his department, but it met 
defeat in the legislature.

TENNESSEE WILL 


JOIN FLEET IN 


HAITIAN WATERS 


Philadelphia, Aug. 25.—The Unit- 


ed States armored cruiser Tennessee 
passed in the Delaware Breakwater 
this morning 
from Annapolis 
and 


will arrive at the Philadelphia navy 
yard late, this afternoon. 
After tak- 


ing on stores, medicines, coal and 
ammunition, the cruiser will proceed 
to Haiti to join the fleet under com- 
mand of Rear Admiral Caperton. 


In addition to its regular 
crew, 


the Tennessee carries 350 marines, 
who were taken on board at Annap- 
olis. The cruiser also has on board 
twelve three-inch landing guns. A 
company or two of marines from the 
local navy yard will also leave on the 
Tennessee, it was said 
today, but 


there will be no 
concentration of 


marines in this city 
as 
was the 


case during the Mexican crisis about 
a year ago.
